Few of the citizen s of ^ Ru shv ille 
realize that an immen se grav el pit is 
n ear the bou n daries of this city. 
Arv el Herkless, on e of Ru shyilie’s 
en terprisin g bu sin ess men an d civ il 
en gin eer has accomplished a su rv ey­ 
in g feat which sev eral before him 
hav e failed; that is, the drain in g of 
the twen ty-sev en acre field of swamp 
lan d ju st east of the mill race, an d 
n ortheast of the O., H. & D. bridge 
which crosses the can al. Mr. Herkless 
lias worked in cessan tly for three years 
in drain in g this grou n d— two years 
were spen t in en deav orin g to get the 
con sen t of the C ., H. & D. railroad 
compan y to dig a ditch u n der their 
track, 
that the 
n ecessary drain age 
might be completed. 
Sin ce last year ( when the drain was 
completed) 1500 thou san ds loads of 
dirt hav e been taken off, an d ov er two 
thou san ds loads of grav el hav e been 
sold. 
Fiv e thou san d loads are now* 
u n cov ered ready for u se. 
Mr. Herkless thin ks that there is 
grav el n early all ov er this field,^bu t it 
is cov ered with abou t fiv e feet of soil. 
The grav el in some places is more than 
ten feet deep, an d is of the best 
qu ality. 
It has ev er been a seriou s problem 
to the cou n cil, ami con tractors of this 
city, to get su fficien t grav el for streets 
an d cemen t work an d Mr. Herkless by 
^iis u n tirin g efforts lias n ot on ly pro­ 
v ided this v icin ity with a n ecessity, 
hu t will be rewarded by the retu rn s 
from the sales of the grav el from the 
pit. 
He has in fact made a v alu able 
piece of lan d ou t of an apparen tly 
worthless on e.

ROTTEN LIFE PRESERVERS 


Crimina l Ca re le s s ne s s In Equipme nt 
of the Sloc um Re v e a le d. 
New York, Ju n e 24.—Mu ch of the 
testimon y at the in qu est In to the Gen ­ 
eral Slocu m disaster goes to show that 
the life preserv ers on the steamer 
were practically u seless. At least half 
a dozen witn esses described how diffi­ 
cu lt these life preserv ers were to get 
at, an d how they fell to pieces at crit­ 
ical times. 
Pau l Lieben ow, a passen ­ 
ger of the Slocu m, w*ho lost six mem­ 
bers of his family In the disaster, de­ 
clared that when the wires by which 
the preserv ers were secu red to the 
racks wou ld n ot giv e, he took hold of 
the preserv ers an d they cru mbled like 
so man y soda crackers. 
Captain Van Schaick was brou ght 
in to the cou rtroom on a stretcher. 
He apparen tly was su fferin g greatly, 
bu t expressed a willin gn ess to u n dergo 
an examin ation by the coron er. 
He 
was ordered back to the hospital, how­ 
ev er, an d his examin ation postpon ed 
u n til n ext week. 
The hu ll of the wrecked Slocu m waa 
raised yesterday, an d a great deal of 
water was pu mped ou t of the hold. 
A search was made for bodies, bu t 
n on e was recov ered. Twen ty-fou r ad­ 
dition al bodies were recov ered yester­ 
day, brin gin g the 
total n u mber of 
kn own dead u p to 907. 
Policemen 
who hav e been makin g a can v ass of 
all districts where person s were re­ 
ported to be missin g, hav e completed 
their work an d estimate the total n u m­ 
ber of dead in clu din g the missin g at 
abou t 1,000.

NO STAMP REQIRED 


Postal Regulations Changed to 


Suit Large Business 


Houses. 


Business houses w ill soon be a l­ 
lowed to send third and fourth class 
matter 
through the m ails without 
first affix ing stamps to the env elopes. 
Rules gov erning the sending of these 
classes of m ail matter are now being 
prepared by the postofficc department. 
Tho most important restriction w ill 
be that compelling the business houses 
to mail not less than 2 0 0 0 
identical 
pieces in order to obtain this priv ilege. 
Under the present postal laws each 
third and fourth class matter must be 
stamped. 
This is quite au item in the 
amount of time consumed in business 
places which send out thirty , forty or 
fifty thousand circulars at a time.
